HERE is an old saying that “actions speak 
louder than words,” and at no time does it 


seem to better apply than at present, when Pre- 
mier Aberhart and some of his Cabinet ministers 
continually, week after week, prate about their 
broadmindedness, fairness ant what not—and 
seem to do everything but practice what they 
preach. . 

The latest move the Government has made

Automobile manufacture is one of the most 
highly protected industries in Canada. 

An American plant, situated only a few miles 
from a Canadian plant, can produce an automo- 
bile to sell at about two-thirds of the price charged 
for the same model as made in Canada. It is 
astonishing how exactly the extra cost in Canada 
can be calculated. 

Just take the customs duty on an American 
car imported into Canada, add the cost of freight 
for that car in transporting it to Canada, and the 
two together represent the added cost of a simi- 
lar car made in Canada. 

The Tariff Board in Canada has had the mat- 
ter under study for a long time. Its report is ex- 
pected to be presented at the next session of Par- 
liament, shortly to open. 

Will that report mean a lowering in the cost 
of automobiles—not a picayune one or two per 
cent, but a lowering to the American level? 

Buyers will be waiting anxiously to see.

November the Eleventh, 1937! Nineteen 
years have gone by since that other November 
the eleventh which we commemorate today. ‘To. 
the vast nimber of men and women who are 
“fortyish” or over, it brings poignant memories, 
It means the opening of those never-to-be-healeid 
sears that harass the heart and the mind of those 
who went “through the war.” Many will hear 
again, as if it were only yesterday, the clanging 
of the bells of Westminster, that burst of sound 
that told the world that Armistice had been 
signed, To many it came too late, and forever 
the mockery of those joyful sounds will live with 
them, 

During the last year or so, groups of young 
people have studied the subject of war, and their 
conclusions have culminated in the passing of 
resolutions stating that under no_ condition 
would they fight. “Incidentally, some very dis- 
paraging remarks were made about the young 
people of 1914, even to the point of stating that 
youth today knows more about war than did those 
who actually went through the horrors of war. 

However, we are too near the Great War 
episode to judge impartially, and it is problem- 
atical how historians of the future will allot the 
blame. These. hurtful remarks are not construc- 
tive, and lead to no solution, Those of us who 
do not agree with the “Won’t Fight” slogan are 
dubbed militaristic, and must be careful what: we 
say. But I do challenge the world to find more 
constructively earnest workers for peace than 
those who went through the ghastly holocaust of 
the Great War. 


Youth today talks about brass bands, honor, 
and glory as having urged the. youth of 1914 to 
the shambles. Brass bands—sure they had to have 
loud brass bands to drown the cries of those be- 
reaved and in torment, and not to bolster up the 
morale of an alleged cringing youth. Honor, the 
honor of going back to a hell incarnate, back to 
living in water, slime and filth; the honor of 
medals and mentions; no, just the simple honor of 
living, and dying “true”; true to the British tradi- 
tions of fair play and loyaltye Glory, perhaps, 
the glory of the love in a woman’s eyes, shining 
through a curtain of tears. 

During the past year, twenty thousand bodies 
have been dug up or disturbed in the battlefields 
of Europe. Only 20 per have been identified. 
Twenty thousand men, who were each of them pre- 
cious to someone, wasted, and now disturbed by 
the gardener’s spade and the farmer’s plow. How 
dreadful for those whose dead have no known 
resting place, to imagine, as they will, that their 
Loved One’s last sleep is being thus rudely dis- 
turbed, 


my most poignant memories is of walking to my 
office one morning after an air raid and seeing 
bits of flesh and bone, which were one, but a few 
hours before, women and children, being brought 
out of a building which had been directly hit by 
a bomb. There were 700 sheltered in that build- 
ing, and not one escaped intact. Some, véry few, 
got through with their lives, but their minds 
were wrecked. 

Describing this. once to some women, I was 
told it was “not nice.” But-war is not “nice,” my 
Sisters. It leaves a bloody trail of diseased and 
broken minds and bodies behind it. These are 
not pleasant things to remember or talk about, 
but surely they are helpful to the cause of peace. 

Have we progressed very far since 1914? 
Look at Spain, look at China, look at Egypt. Have 
we progressed very far since 1914? Isn’t it pitiable 
that war seems yet the last resource of dis- 
gruntled nations? Surely if we took all profit 
out of war, conscripted all wealth and allowed 
everyone to know the beastliness of war, instead 
of covering it all over with a “highly exaggerat- 
ed, my dear,” we would accomplish more than by 
talking “won’t fight.” 

Rearmament has brought many controversiat 
arguments to the fore, but it would be well to re- 
member, as a basis, that the British navy kept the 
trade routes open for Canada’s wheat and prod- 
uce during the war years, and through all other 
years. Study this and you will find that British 
rearmament is not so much a gesture of war as 
a sane step to ensure the safety of our world 
markets, and one to put Britain in the position 
of taking the lead in European affairs. 

It has been suggested 
eleventh should be a day of rejoicing and thanks- 
giving; I would have it a day of real remein- 
brance, a pause in life’s daily work, to consider 
the futility of war, the waste of those who died 
for us, and a consecration of ourselves in the 


cause of peace, that such a catastrophe shall

again overtake this world. Only by so doing can 
we keep faith with those who cheerfully gave 
their lives for us. 

May their sacrifice not have been in vain!

The “mumbo-jumbo” of ortho- 
dox finance—“sound money”—de- 
signed to confuse and exploit the 
public, will give place to a money 
system based on scienitfic truth 
that will reflect facts, just as 
astrology gave way to astronomy 
and alchemy’ to chemistry. 

Today only what is financially 
desirable is allowed to be physi- 
cally possible. Tomorrow what 
is physically possible and desir- 
able will, without question, be- 
come financially possible, Today 
men are idle, hungry and miser- 
able, not because there is noth- 
ing.more to be done but hecause, 
forsooth, we are told we cannot 
afford—have no money to pay 
them the wages to produce and 
consume what they lack to cure 
their hunger, idleness and mis- 
ery. "We cannot, at times, even 
afford to: consume what we do 
produce, wealth is destroyed and 
nearly always restricted. 

Only in time of war, :when 
necessity knows no law—econom- 
ic or otherwise—can we “afford” 
to produce and consume—to the 
limits of our desires and abili- 
ties. 

Today a prime minister can 
order us to work harder and 
tighten our belts—to produce 
more and to consume less—in the 
interests of finance. He would 
not dare so to, order us-in time 
of war, nor will he dare, or de- 
sire, to do so in tomorrow's 
time of peace. 

Today money is master. We 
all desire permanent. peace and 
plenty? Then we must make 


Do not be de- 
ceived by the’paid advocates of 
“sound money.” Remember the 
warning of the author of 
Declaration of Independence.

The First Hospital ' 

In 1905 Nurse Trotter set up 
a hospital*in the house now occu- 
pied by Mr. Deckard. and in this 
hospital Dr. Sharpe and Dr. 
Hynes performed several major 
operations. Mrs. W._ Burris, 
meanwhile, was active in raising 
funds for the erection of a hos- 
pital, which was built in 1907, 

During Dr. Sharpe’s early days 
here, he made medical trips to 
Mirror, Erskine, Iola, Gilbey and 
many other places, travelling with 
horse and buggy, and taking two 
and occassionally three days on 
such trips. In 1912, he purchased 
his first car, which he claims 
“was useful only in a_ limited 
way.” 

Dr. Sharpe has been coroner 
since 1905, and in the last 30 
years has had some exciting cases 
while performing the duties of 
this office. From 1900 to 1905 he 
was medical attendant at the In- 
dian Reservation at Hobbema. 


Served on School Board 

Dr. Sharpe served on the Pub- 
lic School Board from 1904 until 
1929, with the exception of one 
year, 1908, when he served a 
term as Mayor of Lacombe. He 
was on the School Board at the 
time when the school occupied 
the building now being utilized 
as the Town. Office. He has 
been a member of the present 
Hospital Board since its incep- 
tion in 1907, and President of the 
Old Timers’ Association since its 
organization three or four years 
ago.

The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, “Crop Testing. Plan” 


“Can Thatcher, the new rust- 
resistant wheat, be used as an 
early variety to replace Garnet?” 

Many farmers in northern Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan are ask- 
ing that question, knowing, of 
course, that Thatcher is eligible 
to go into the grades No. 1 and 
No. 2 Northern, from which Gar- 
net is excluded. 

The results of thousands of 
tests, made by hundreds of “Crop 
Testing Plan” elevator agents, in 
co-operation with many farmers 
and with governmental institu- 
tions, reveal definitely that 
Thatcher not only is the high- 
est yielder of all spring wheats, 
but that in addition it is about 
three days earlier than Marquis. 


Because of this earliness, 
Thatcher certainly will escape 
damage from some early fall 


frosts which might harm Mar- 
quis. Garnet, however, being 10 
days earlier than Marquis, is still 
seven days earlier than Thatcher. 

I therefore’ strongly advise 
farmers who have decided to re- 
place Garnet with Thatcher to 
treat their Thatcher seed against 
smut and root rot diseases with 
a mercurial dust—either Ceresan 
or Leytosan—and particularly to 
use fertilizer, either ammonium 
phosphate or triple superphos- 
phate. These treatments’ will 
cause Thatcher to mature at 
least a week earlier than Mar- 
quis, making it about as early 
as Red Bobs or Reward and not 
more than two or three days 
later than Garnet.

Frost in Argentina; Unsatis- 
factory condition of parts of U.S. 
winter wheat belt; Much Russian 
wheat of inferior quality; Rumor 
U.S. may again raise gold value; 
wet weather interferes with 
seeding in Italy and Spain; dry 
weather hinders South African 
corn growth,

PETROLEUM INDUSTRY 
YIELDS SMALL RETURN 


Although net earnings of the 
petroleum industry in 1936 
showed a_ gain over 1935, the 
return on invested capital stood 
at only 2.54 per cent, according 
to the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. 

Earnings of the industry as a 
whole have not exceeded five 
cent in any year since 1921, and 
for three out of the past six 
years the industry accumulated 
deficits. 

For the 16 years from 1921 to 
1936 average annual earnings 
were only 1.43 per cent of the 
invested capital. Although the 
industry has steadily expanded, 
increased competition, low prices, 
rapid absolescence of equipment 
and mounting taxes have tended 
to keep earnings at a low level. 

For this 16-year period the 
average capital investment was 


$10,776,828,000; average earnings, 
$154,536,580; average return, 1.43 
per cent,
